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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that there is no reason to 
combine the reference of Yamaguchi in view of Nakamura, and that Nakamura fails to teach "different voltages being applied to the 
display elements so as to display the colors required to produce a color image display with an identical gradation. ..to correct for 
wavelength dispersion of said optical anisotropy of the medium". However, Nakamura teaches an image display device for eliminationg 
gradation distortion taking into account differing gamma characteristics of red, green, and blue colors, comprising different voltages being 
applied to display elements to produce a color image display with identical gradation, eliminating color discrepancies, thereby correcting a 
wavelength dispersion of optical anisotropy (Nakamura, col. 12, II. 27-51 ; col. 19, II. 20-48). Further, Nakamura teaches properly 
determining gradation reference voltages for colors of a luminescent material, to perform gamma correction to eliminate distortion of white 
balance and gradation between organic EL elements (Nakamura, col. 1 9, II. 20-48), correcting a color discrepancy of a wavelength 
dispersion. It would have been within the purview of the knowledge of one of ordinary skill in the art to combine/modify the teachings of the 
prior art references as both are concerned with applying differing voltages to display elements in order to correct for color discrepancies in 
liquid crystal display elements. 
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
